Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless -

2. Claims 1-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by JP 1-13439. 
JP 1-13439 teaches a sensor for measuring a concentration of carbon dioxide in 

respiratory gas, comprising: a semiconductor substrate on which a semiconductor laser 1 and a 
semiconductor photo detector 3 are arranged while defining an optical path groove 2 
therebetween; and an elastic support member 42 provided with a gap 43 (c.f page 2, lower left 
column, lines 10-13; page 2, lower right column, line 9 through page 3, upper left column, line 
14; page 4, upper left column, line 5 through upper right column, line 13; Figs. 1, 8 & 9.
